This information is needed to 
work out farm programs of many 
tpyes. 


Where a straight zinc spray is 
needed for citrus trees the usual 
formula is 5 lbs. of zinc sulfate 
and 2% Ibs. of spray lime per 
100 gallons. Outside coverage is 
al] that is needed. 


Soil moisture is nearing the 
wilting point in some olive groves, 
especially those having winter 
cover crops. Unless there is addi- 
tional rainfall soon, ‘these groves 
should be irrigated. 


Sugar beet fields which are 
slow in starting due to insuffici- 
ent moisture should be irrigated 
as soon as possible. 


The clipping of the rear quar- 
ters of a milking dairy cow will 
reduce the sediment problem and 
save labor and water in the wash- 
ing of the cow. 


Cotton farmers ‘who have plan- 
ned to use Uramon to fertilize 
their crop should apply this ma- 
terial as soon as possible and then 
irrigate the land, in order to make 
the nitrogen available for early 
plant growth. 


Ranchers and home gardeners 
should wash their hands with soap 
planting pepper and tomato plants 
to avoid a source of tobacco 
mosiac.

Cut Costs 


Farming costs can be cut by 
, handling fertilizer with more 
jeare, according to William E. Gil- 
| fillan, farm advisor. 

Mr. Gilfillan states that in or- 
chards. and vineyards, fertilizer 
| should be broadcast and worked 
in; on pasture and hay crops, 
where the fertilizer contains 
phosphates, it should be scattered 
‘but not worked in. 

Placement of fertilizers for field 
crops, like cotton or corn, is best 
accomplished by side dressing. 
The same is true for vegetable 
crops, although with the latter, 
good results are also being ob- 
tained with liquid fertilizers.
